RANDALL’S PLATFROM.

It is true our Pennsylvania friends say 
they would limit the amount raised to the 
necessities of the Government. But men 
who believe that the larger the 
amount raised by tariff the more 
the industries of the country are 
favored and rewarded, can be very easily 
persuaded that educational appropriations, 
river and harbor bills, naval construction 
bills and costiy coast defenses are necessi- 
ties. The functions and liberalities of the 
Federal Government are broadening from 
precedent to precedent, and not slowly 
either. As HERBERT SPENCER says, gov- 
ernment centralization is growing on itself, 
and the blank form of the question daily 
asked is, We have already done this, why 
not do that?“ 

Nobody can see the end of the necessities 
that may grow out of the insidious possibill- 
ties of indirect taxation and subsidy legisla- 
tion in the disguise of “incidental protec- 
tion.“ All talk about adjusting such legis- 
lation so as to “equalize burdens, encourage 
industries and afford just compensation to 
labor without creating or fostering monopo* 
lies is delusive. It never has been done. 
It never will be. It means free luxuries for 
the luxurious, and heavy taxes on the neces- 
saries for the laborer and his famfly.

MEXICO, 

Our estimate of the desperate condition of 
Mexican finances is more than justified by 
the recent developments. The so-called 
stamp tax which has brought that country 
to the verge of a revolution is in reality a 
prohibitory tariff combined with a system of 
internal revenue confiscation. Itis an out- 
rage on the business interests of the coun- 
try such as no other civilized Government 
has attempted in a hundred years. We 
must gate the barbarous Spanish despot- 
ism which oppresses Cuba to find a parallel 
to it. 

It was a desperate attempt of desperate 
men to save themselves from ruin. Its first 
result is not the desired one, of bringing 
more money into the Treasury. The mer- 
chants in the City of Mexico have closed 
their doors and flatly refuse to carry on 
business under such conditions, A riot is 
imminent, and it will be very strange if the 
city is not treated to a repetition of its fre- 
quent revolutionary experience. The Mexi- 
cans have a habit of declaring that any op- 
position. to the Government in power is a 
revolution, and the remedy for revölution is 
to arrest the members of the opposition in 
their beds and shoot them in front of their 
own doors. 

Tue tgoops Iu the north are unpaid, and 
the larger army of Government function- 
aries are growing discontented. The only 
circumstance which delays a revolution is 
that Diaz is holding up Gonzales, with 
the expectation of succeeding him, and there 
is no one strong enough to venture on facing 
him. The present situation, however, ¢can- 
not last much longer, and unless the Govern- 
ment withdraws its barbarous measures and 
gets its finances into shape within sixty days 
more than one pronunciamento may be ex- 
pected.

LADY RIDERS. 


Rage for Equestrian Exercise 
Among St. Louis Girls. 


i 


Maids and Matrons Who Ride Like Old 
Cavalry Officers—Young Girls Who 
Can Easily Manage Thoroughbreds — 
A List of the Principal Riders. 


That horseback ridiug is just now a favorite 
amugement among the fair sex oft St. Louis no 
one can doubt after visiting the Riding School of 
Capt. E. N. Jennings, located on the corner of 
Eighteenth and Pine streets. It is probably the 
largest school of its kind in the world outside of 
& military organization, and the number of pupils 
is Dow more than 150, 

A reporter of the Post-DisPaTcH stepped into 
the arena to-day and found it filled with pupils 
who are of all ages, sizes and dispositions, Here 
& young lady with firm step and steady action 
mounts a prancing steed and goes galloping 
around the room under the watchful eve of the 


teacher. There a timid little girl with 
blue eyes and flaxen hair walks wilh a 
hesitating stop. goes to the pony she is +o ride, 
and then shrinks back as the animal stretches 
outhis neck toward her, expecting some tooth- 
some its. As the Captain pats her on the head 
and allows her to pet the pony she takes Courage, 
anda 1 consents to put into the saddle, 
though witha trembling lip and a frightened 
look, After ence going 14 er fear 
disappears, aud she now has become one of the 
most ,enthusiastic of all the 
The next one to try lesson 
18 a voung lady of slight 
physique and generally retiring appearance, who, 
as she takes her place, seems light enough for a 
current of alr to blow her from her seat. But 
watch her go! 
hand is on the rein, and he beunds away, proud 
of his charge. Thelady’s eyes flash, her cheeks 
become flushed with the excitement and she 
urges the animaltoa higher speed. The Captain 
watches the hurse’s movements till he is satisfied 
he is moving properly and then raises a 
wooden bar across the path. Over go 
* HORSE AND RIDER, 

a cheery laugh ringiny out at the successful leap. 
The bar is raised a little higher, and each time K 
is cleared with ease. And so the. different les- 
sons are gone through with, each scholar show- 
ing the keenest interest in the instruction. From 
8 o’clock in the morning until 6 in the afternoon 
some of the pupils are practicing, but before the 
morning hour and after the evening, on pleasant 
days, the Captain takes a troop of eight or ten la- 
dies at a time te Forest Park for road 
practice and experience in passing vehicles and 
turuing sharp corners, aud it is as interesting to 
watch that small company come down the aye- 
nues in their disciplined style as to see the most 
complex of cavalry manoeuvres. Of men it is 
expected; in ladies itis a refreshing accomplish- 
ment. 

In speaking of the danger of acquiring elegance 
in equestrienueship, the teacher said: “There 
is the most lamentable ignorance on that subject. 
It it were not for the foolish, unwarranted 
fears of parents, many more children would avail 
themselves of the opportunity of becoming profi- 
cient in the most agreeable exercise, all things 
considered, the world bas ever enjoyed. Besides, 
asameans to health u is invaluable, and 1 can 
point vou out instances in St. Louis. in which 
iraining in horsemauship has brought back sick 
lv people from the very edge of the grave. Only 
Iwo months ago a lady brought her danghter 
to me, and with tears in her eyes, asked me if I 
could do anything for her, as she was going with 
a decline and the doctors gave her but little hope. 
I saw at once there was a desperate remedy 
needed, and got out a very spirited horse which 
however, was not at all dangerous, and placed 
the yotmg lady upon him. I gtarted him around 
the enclosure at once very fast, and, although the 
lad begged to be taken off, 
with the consent of her mother 
I kept her going around. Affer several times 
riding up and down she began to enjoy it, and the 
next day, of her own accord, called for another 
lesson. In less than a month she was a very 
Skil ful horsewoman and was entirely well. I 
have taught nearly 10,000 ladies and children in 
the United States, and 1 never had an accident 
occur to one of that large number. I have 
every horse tramed so that at the word of com- 
mand or sound of whistle he stops im- 
mediately. whether in the school or on the road. 
Taken ail in ail it is easier to teach a lady to be- 
come a good rider thana man. You see, 

A LADY ADMITS HER IGNORANCE, 

and relies upon aud does exactiy what one tells 
her, whereas a man thinks he knows it all 
cause he can straddle a saddie, and becomes in- 
dignant at sug sestions. Ou account of the secur- 
ity a man feels from his natural position on a 
horse, he is apt to tbiok any instructions 
irksome. A lady, . however, réalizing 
the insecurity of her seat, does the utmost to per- 
fect herself in the art. Even in practicing the 
ladies wear full habits, but I am glad to say they 
are shorter than they were—considerably so. I 
ouce saw a girl’s long riding dress caught by the 
shafts of a passing carriage,in Boston, and the 

oor victim to an absurd custom dragged from 
er horse toa cruel death. However, such an 
accident is next to impossible now, with the com- 
mon-sense riding-skirt of the present day.“ 

Some of the prominent society ladies of St. 
Louis ure already becoming expert riders, and 
when they appear upon the street attract much 
attention by the amount of skill they display. 
Miss Rachel Sherman, daughter of Gen. T. 
Sherman, is one of the best known amongst the 
most accomplshed, and is always noted for her 
firm, erect bearing in the saddle. Miss 
Sherman is of medium he@ght aud well 
formed, and evidently has inherited much of her 
father’s liking for a spirited gallop. Miss Sher- 
man generally rides in company with Mrs. John 
Whittaker, who is said to be one of the best riders 
in America. A Deautital sorrel -hogse is the fa- 
vorite of this lady, and the two make a striking 
appearance. Although experieuced in the sad- 
die fur years, Mrs. Whittaker has but recentiy 
acauired the difficult knack of riding in the Eu-

HOLY WEEK. 


Its Solema Observances and the Events 
Which They Commemorate. 

The imposing exercises belonging to the com- 
memoration by the Catholic Church of the various 
incidents of Holy Week began to assume their 
most solemn aspect and to appeal most strongly 
to the religious feelings of the Church’s sons and 
daughters iastevening, when the office of the Te- 
nebree inaugurated the striking duties of the week. 


Tals service consists in the performance of the 
matins of Maundy, Thursday, the evening be- 
fore, aud derives its name from the extinguishing 
of candles, which are placed on a triangular stand 
on the altar. The candies are all extinguisaed 
save One, which is hidden under the altar. This is 
done to represent the darkness which covered the 
earth at the crucifixion. When the gloom settles 
dowu upon tbe worshipers, Kneeling before the 
cold caudies. a boise is made by beating desks or 
books with the bauds and feet, representing the 
earinquake and the splitting of tue 
rocks in the gonvulsions which shook 
inanimate nature at the death of Christ. This 
service, which inaugurated the three days’ 
obsequies, as it were, which the church pays to 
her bead, is followed on to-day by the commem- 


oration of 

THE LAST SUPPER, 
in which mags is said iu white. At high mass to- 
duy the “Peace” was not given as usual, 
in detestation of the kiss of Judas Iscariot. 
Alter mass the cucharisi was removed from the 
taberuyacie on the altar and kept in some other 
decent place. Anciently it was never kept on the 
high altar, but either iu some tabernacle, or in the 
Heure of a white dove hung by a rich curd and let 
down over tue altar. After the mass of to-day 
the bells Ceased to ring till the “Gloria in Excel- 
sis” at the mass of midnight for Easter, which is 
now Dg at noon on the eve of that feast. 
Tais is done as 4 of 
mourning, and in imit. of 
the silence and grief of the aposties at the guffer-. 
ings aud death of Ohrist. The sacrament bein 
removed, all the altars are uncovered and strip 
quite naked of all ornaments to express the grief 
vi the church ana to resent the nakedness and 
abandoned state of Ourist upon the cross. In im- 
tatiion of the Redeemer, who washed the feet of” 
his aposties to ach them humility, bishops, su- 


periors in religious houses and others wash the & 


some persons, or of their 
colleagues and fellows to-day, which 
ceremony is called the mandate. 
This ceremony of washing the feet took place 
this afternoon St. John's Church, corner of 
Sixteenth and Chestnut streets, in the presence 
of an immense atidience. Archbishop Ryan or- 
ficiated, in his sacerdotal robes, atsended by sev- 
eral of the clergy. Thirteea orphan boys from 
the asylum on Clark avenue were used to ens 
ate the aposties. ney’ were seated in front of 
the altar, each of ys being barefooted.

including all outside tue church. During the 
morning service, a Grucifix, covered, is beld up b 
the priest, and each of tne wounds uncover 
separately, The image is thea laid on a cushion 
outside the altar, Whey the faithful visit it and 
Kiss the wounds during the day. 
The above exercises are preliminary to the Easter 
serviee of Sunday, which is anticipated by — 
offices of Holy Saturday or Easter , the latter 
being 1 to — to mind the burial of 
Christ and his descent into hell. The most im- 
portant duties of Saturday consist in the blessing 
o! the paschal candle, which is one of the oldest 
rites of the church, and which contains five grains 
of frankincense to symbolically represent the five 
wounds Of Jesus, The bdiessing of Easter water 
and of the baptisnfai frout are also interesting 
obligations re verently attended to on Saturday.

MORTALITY AMONG TEACHERS, 


9 Officials Say There is No Cause 
For Alarm. 


The recent death of Miss Nellie Tschudi has 
called attention to the fact that the number of 
teachers that have passed away since last fall is 
now swelled to nine Among those who have 
died during that time arethe following, who will
